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THE NEW AIR PLAN 
A F T E R YEARS OF contention between 
the various branches of the military t h e 
Air Force is to become the dominant fac­ 
tor in national defense. It is winning be­ 
cause it will be the" means by which the 
nation’s atomic strength can be put into 
use if necessary. 
The administration now is leaning to­ 
w ard w hat has been designated the new air 
program , accepting a plan long held by the 
Air Force, and repeatedly urged in t h e 
past. * 
The theory is that if the Kremlin under­ 
takes w ar as a desperate final gamble, the 
Air Force, with its super-bombs, will win 
a decision in a few days of c a r e f u l l y 
planned destruction that would give rise to 
a new Russian government, eager to over­ 
throw Communism and sign a peace treaty. 
Thus the Air Force appears to have won 
its struggle with the Army and the Navy, 
a nd to have convinced the administration 
th a t it is the cheapest, most effective deter­ 
re n t to a new Russian conflict. 
To th at end the Air Force will become 
the dom inant service, with 30,000 planes or­ 
ganized into 137 combat units, with 40 per 
cent devoted to strategic bombing and 25 
per cent assigned to national defense. 
Consensus of opinion in the administra­ 
tion is that Russian leaders will think long 
and hard before starting a g g r e s s i o n 
against a nation so tremendously strong in 
the air.

WHY WORRY OVER 21? 
T H E AMERICAN PRISONERS of w ar 
who w ent over to the Communists h a v e 
turned down the final pleas for their return, 
and apparently no further effort can or will 
be m ade in their behalf. Not only did they 
fail to respond to entreaties broadcast by 
a r m y officials, but joined with the C om m u­ 
nists in wild demonstrations of derision and 
insults. 
Why all the concern over this handful of 
deluded Americans, who have repudiated 
their country so shamefully. Out of t h e 
thousands of American prisoners only 21 
have elected to stay with the Reds, which 
is, in itself, a great endorsement of A m er­ 
ican character and loyalty. Every effort 
possible has been made to redeem their 
lives, without success. They have m ade 
their beds, let them lie in them. 
Communism is an insidious thing. To the 
less discerning it m av appear to be a phil­ 
osophy of life that promises much. But it 
is the exact opposite of that. It is cruel in 
concept and practice. Why be concerned 
over the fate of the 21 wrho went over to 
Communism? It is more urgent to be con­ 
cerned over a possible spread of Commu­ 
nism in this country, lest more Americans 
be encouraged to trade their liberties for 
the teachings of false prophets. 


I have always assumed that those em ­ 
ployed by the Government of the United 
States were only required to be American 
citizens. I can find no reference in the Con­ 
stitution insisting that any employee of the 
American Government also be a Catholic, 
a Protestant or a Jew. Nor can I find that 
any application form for such employment 
includes a line stipulating religious affilia­ 
tion. I was therefore shocked to read this 
paragraph in an article by 
Joseph 
C. 
Harsch, in “ The Christian Science Moni­ 
tor” : 
“ While the facts are not available in full, 
enough information has been gathered in 
Protestant circles to make it clear that the 
activities of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(R) of Wisconsin have had the incidental 
effect, whether accidental or intentional, of 
increasing the proportion of Rom an Cath­ 
olics to Protestants employed in the public 
service.” 
How would Mr. Harsch or anyone else 
know what the religion is of the more than 
2,400,000 employees of the government of 
the United States? Has he or anyone else 
sent a questionnaire to each and every 
m an and woman who works for Uncle Sam 
inquiring as to religious affiliation? Sure­ 
ly there are no statistics on the subject 
nor can there be. Unless Mr. H arsch can 
produce statistical data, it must be accept­ 
ed that his conclusion is reached on the 
basis of his private estimate. 
Mr. Harsch further says: 
“Inquiries by this reporter have failed to 
find a single Roman Catholic among offi­ 
cials dismissed from the State Depart­ 
ment. . 
This is an indirect insult to the Prot­ 
estants. Some of those dismissed were sub­ 
versive; some were homosexuals; some 
were blabber-mouths. The Secretary of 
State, John Foster Dulles, is an important 
Protestant churchman. 
Are we to believe that John F o s t e r 
Dulles, whose father was a Protestant cler­ 
gyman, and who, himself, headed the prin­ 
cipal Protestant organization in this coun­ 
try, discriminates against Protestants? Or 
are we to say that no Catholic was a sub­ 
versive, a homosexual or a blabber-mouth 
and that Dulles could find none to dismiss? 
Both assumptions are equally untenable 
without more factual data than appears in 
Mr. H arsch’s article. Surely so broad a 
statem ent requires some spelling out in de­ 
tail, giving nam es and affiliations. 
We have troubles enough in our country 
without anybody permitting private bigotry 
to disturb the national unity of our people. , 
I Perhaps the most attractive f a c t o r of 
American life is the freedom to be differ­ 
ent, to hold views that are not standard, to 
worship God according to each m a n ’s be- 
j liefs and traditions. Americans are of many 
faiths, including such as Buddhism, Con­ 
fucianism, Bahaism, to say nothing about j 
m any forms of Christianity and Judaism , j 
And in a world that is embittered by b ig -1 
otry and hatred, it is a source of pride to 
an American that he can enjoy the privi­ 
lege of government employment without 
; any confession of religious faith. He is only j 
j required to uphold and maintain the Con­ 
stitution of the United States.
